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We,  the  class  of  1962,  feel  that  the  person 
who  best  personifies  our  ideal  and  who  has 
given  untiringly  of  his  time  to  improve  the 
school  and  its  curriculum,  and  make  each 
of  us  the  type  of  Doctor  he  would  be  proud 
to  have  taught  was  Weston  M.  Kelsey,  M.D. 
To  him  we  respectfully  dedicate  this  book 
in  appreciation  for  his  efforts  to  help  lay 
the  foundation  for  our  future  service  to  our 
fellowmen  to  be  in  the  best  tradition  of 
medical  practice. 
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The  history  of  the  class  of  1962  began  back  in  the  shrouded  mist  of  1958,  when,  like  a 
f)ock  of  sheep,  we  were  herded  into  the  amphitheater.  There  Bowman  Gray's  own  Chief  Cheer- 
leader and  Pep  Squad  president  taught  us  the  first  verse  of  the  BGSM  Fight  Song:  "Now, 
if  you  have  any  problems  at  all,  feel  free  to  drop  by  and  chat  about  them  .  .  ." 

Problems  we  had  in  abundance;  biochem  diets  (R.  Siewers,  prunes,  and  acute  gastric  dila- 
tation); big  brown  jugs;  histiologic  sections  (drat!  esophagus  or  vagina?);  and  neuroanatomy 
("With  the  clinical  picture  given,  as  close  as  I  can  figure,  the  lesion  must  be  about  2%  miles 
north-northeast  of  Kernersville").  We  learned  the  classic  pathology  translations:  "This  is  an  ex- 
tremely interesting  slice"  (I  have  not  the  vaguest  notion  of  what  this  is");  and  "This  tumor  is 
apparently  delicately  encapsulated"  ( I  have  just  stuck  my  thumb  through  it").  Several  members 
of  the  class  learned  that  they  could  get  in  three  extra  holes  of  golf  after  physiology  lab  by 
quietly  clamping  the  dog's  endotrachial  tube  thirty  minutes  after  the  experiment  began.  Wednes- 
day afternoons  off  were  a  lost  cause  and  several  Friday  lectures  were  cut  short  due  to  certain 
addictions  to  T.V.'s  Huckleberry  Hound. 

After  a  three  month  intermission,  we  returned  as  sophomores.  In  Pathology  H,  we  learned 
of  such  weird  and  interesting  things  as  "Eleanor  Roosevelt  cells",  "Rocking  Moimted  Spotting 
Fe\-er",  and  the  intimate  relationships  between  the  gonococcus,  salpingitis,  douche  bags,  and 
flagpoles.  The  hemorrhoid  incidence  increased,  and  bets  were  placed  on  who  had  the  thickest 
buttock  callus  pad.  Much  admiration  was  expressed  for  the  designer  of  the  new  building,  whose 
genius  conceived  the  placing  of  the  library  directly  over  both  the  dog  quarters  and  the  buzz 
saw  room.  Toxicology  was  known  as  "Uncle  Willie's  Kiddies'  Hour — witty  stories  and  witty  say- 
ings for  youth  of  all  ages". 

Spring  arrived  and  with  it  chaos,  masquerading  as  eleven  different  courses,  ft  was  quite 
a  spring.  Dogs  were  boiled  and  rabbits  anastomosed  in  surgery.  Live  birth  rates  were  calcu- 
lated, discussed,  and  just  plain  cussed  in  Preventive  Medicine.  Students  were  seen  in  a  living 
tableau  representing  internal  rotation:  "Put  your  arms  up  in  a  circle;  you're  the  introitus;  now, 
I'm  the  kid,  and  I  come  crawling  down  and  around  like  this!"  Physical  diagnosis  is  left  to  the 
imagination. 

In  June  State  Boards  provided  an  interesting  little  break,  with  long  quizzes,  Gino's,  the  Ra- 
leigh Room,  and  Driscoll's  ;30  M.P.H.  enema  on  water  skis.  We  returned  to  face  clinical  med- 
icine with  new  whites,  shiny  black  bags,  and  sweaty  palms. 

■With  trepidation  and  clean  trousers,  we  reached  the  "West"  floors;  the  fear  remained,  but  the 
clean  trousers  vanish  forever  with  our  first  gastric  lavage.  We  soon  became  life  members  in  the 
"see  one — do  one"  society.  With  aplomb  and  childish  glee  we  tackled  the  highly  revered  L.P., 
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the  Foley  catheter,  and  the  frustrations  of  Dr.  Cantor's  tube. 

We  were  not  thwarted  by  J.  Felts  and  L.  E.  preps  times  three,  or  daunted  by  Dean  Gray 
and  chicken-cell  agglutination  titers.  We  added  substance  to  our  professional  niein  by  applica- 
tion of  Ed  Sutton's  "Five-Point-Positive-Plan-for-Coping-with-Crocodiles"  and  frequently  dang- 
led our  legs  in  the  sea  of  surgical  knowledge  surrounding  Jess  Meredith's  Second  West  Con- 
ference Room  table. 

Who  could  deny  our  courage'?  We  were  the  brave  souls  who  daily  parried  the  thrusts  of 
Roberts  and  his  eyeball  slides,  faced  the  horror  of  describing  stools  to  "The  Kelse",  and  man- 
full)'  displayed  our  digital  dexterity  in  Bill  Courtney's  "find-the-cervix"  contests. 

Many  idiosyncrasies  became  apparent:  T.  Carpenter  demonstrated  a  preoccupation  with 
early  childhood  and  sexual  histories;  Harrout,  the  .Armenian,  gave  new  depth  to  the  definition 
of  punctuality:  and  Sam  Ho  dazzled  his  superiors  with  his  detailed  knowledge  of  nitrogen 
narcosis  (then  confessed  that  he  had  learned  it  all  by  watching  "Sea  Hunt"). 

The  )ear  grew  shorter  and  the  working  hours  grew  longer  as  we  moved  toward  that  hallowed 
goal  of  becoming  IV  cc's.  Although  we  were  no  longer  with  the  "CBC  and  urinalysis"  problem, 
its  tensions  were  fully  replaced  by  a  tripled  patient  load  and  the  incisive  questions  of  Dr.  Spun 
and  Co.  They  seemed  instinctively  aware  of  the  weaknesses  in  each  student's  knowledge.  J.  Felts 
and  E.  Miller,  founders  of  the  "NCBH  Society  of  Esoteric  Information",  were  joined  by  Obrien, 
The  Cornell  Flash.  Senior  OB  students  rallied  around  their  battle  cries,  "Talley  ho  the  placenta" 
and  "protect  )ourself  on  Saturday  mornings".  The  Pediatrics  Department  improved  upon  psychic 
trauma  by  allowing  us  to  sink  our  own  ships  with  their  "pick-a-card-any-card"  quizzes. 

Non-academic  pursuits  assumed  greater  significance.  Disaster  drill  again  proved  entertaining 
when  Corporal  Maunder  of  the  "Sandwich  Brigade"  led  his  men  in  their  yearly  foray  against 
the  opposing  Triage  Corps  for  control  of  Cafeteria  Hill  in  a  fight  to  the  chaotic  finish. 

Personality  again  added  spice  to  the  scene.  "Tarzan  Tyree"  was  persuaded  to  quit  living  in  the 
woods,  and  the  Reverend  Reed  gave  us  his  celebrated  lecture  entitled,  "A  Contemporary  Mis- 
sionary's View  of  the  Mau  Mau  Problem".  Forensic  medicine  expert  Wesley  Phillips  narrowly 
missed  his  chance  to  shine  at  a  sensational  murder  trial  with  Dr.  "A"  caddying  the  X-Ray  films, 
and  the  Siewers'  vaunted  tropical  medicine  adventure  was  aborted  b)'  the  arrival  of  a  house 
guest.  Our  final  claim  to  lasting  renown  was  the  news  that  Hollywood  was  considered  a  world- 
traveler  series  based  upon  the  famous  Lawrence  of  Arabia  to  be  called,  "Hudson  of  Shelby  and 
Gottleib  of  Brooklyn". 

As  at  the  end  of  our  four  years  together  we  stand  before  the  world  as  naked  as  "Undiffer- 
entiated Physicians"  can  be.  The  most  soaring  thought  born  from  this  galaxy  of  fertile  intellects 
is  "How  the  Hell  did  we  make  it?".

And  as  I  don  my  white  uniform  and  prepare  to  mareli 
down  the  aisle  to  receive  at  hist  the  hms-sought-after  diploma, 
I  cannot  help  but  do  so  with  mixed  feelings.  These  last  three 
years  ha\e,  to  a  great  extent,  influenced  my  role  in  the 
future.  How  well  I  remember  my  first  day  of  school!  Its 
funny  to  think  of  it  now — now  that  I  have  come  so  far.

big  names;  and  our  first  clinical  assignments.  I  guess  we  did 
our  share  in  adding  a  few  gray  hairs  here  and  there,  but  we 
had  good  intentions  and  a  sincere  desire  to  make  everyone 
see  us  in  a  more  useful  light.  We  held  our  heads  high  as  we 
entered  our  second  year. 

My  second  vear  was  a  grand  mixture  of  specialties,  tlie 
long-awaiting  u'pperclassman  role,  "little  sisters,"  and  more 
classes.  I  thought  that  I  had  learned  a  lot  during  my  first 
year,  but  I  began  to  realize  that  I  had  only  scratched  the 
surface.

here  I  continued  on  to  obstetrics  where  I  obtained  a  two-fold 
learning — how  to  care  for  mothers  and  their  newborn  babies, 
and  also  a  touch  of  preparation  for  my  own  future  role  as  a 
mother  Then  came  pediatrics  with  it's  challenging  curriculum 
of  study  and  learning  that  children  must  be  watched  more 
carefully  as  they  cannot  always  tell  you  what  is  wrong.  Fol- 
lowing this  I  was  at  last  off  on  my  adventurous  journey  to 
the  capitol  and  three  months  at  Dix  Hill  for  my  psychiatric 
affiliation,  during  which  time  I  managed  to  learn  a  little  more 
about  myself  and  others.  ,       ,        ,  t-i      r 

The  Follies  were  our  big  nights  for  the  year.  I  lie  tun 
we  had,  the  near  panic  when  props  weren't  ready,  the  ex- 
perience we  gained,  will  always  be  fond  memories  for  nie. 

The  Junior-Senior  is  something  I'll  never  forget.  All  the 
hustle  and  bustle  to  raise  money,  the  decorations  that 
wouldn't  stay  up,  the  music,  the  pretty  dresses — it  was  just 
like  a  dreamt  real  "Wonderland  by  Night." 

The  Black  Band  Supper  was  one  of  the  happiest  occasions 
of  my  three  years  of  school,  not  only  because  it  marked  the 
achievement  of  mv  becoming  a  Senior,  but  also  because  it 
suddenly  made  me  realize  what  would  now  be  expected  of 
me.  1  had  a  position  to  live  up  to  and  I  knew  it  wouldn  t  be 
easv,  but  was  I  proud  of  my  newly  acquired  stripe!  It  seemed 
to  me  that  it  did  wonders  for  my  cap  and  for  my  ego.  It 
hit  me  then  that  this  was  my  last  year.  It  was  quite  a  feeling. 
I  went  through  my  remaining  months  of  Medical  and  sur- 
gical experience  looking  forward  always  to  August.  The 
Junior-Senior  was  wonderful,  but  sad,  too,  for  I  knew  it 
was  my  last.  The  Fiftieth  Day  Supper  was  quite  an  occasion. 
How  confident  we  all   seemed  then. 

Suddenly  I  don't  feel  so  confident  anymore.  I  know  that 
I've  come  a  long  wav,  but  I  realize  that  I  have  so  much 
farther  to  go.  I  can  only  hope  that  my  future  holds  as  many 
memory-making  experiences  as  my  three  years  of  school. 

It's  getting  late  and  so  I  must  close  this  chapter  in  my 
life  that   another  may  begin.
